president. Commissioner Lane had 
conferred with Frank B. Kellogg, 
special counsel for the government in 
the Karriican Investigation. Mr. Kel- 
loss. it is understood,/rill have a con- 
ference with the president some time 
this week and will later so to New- 
York to institute suit against Mr. Ear- 
rirnan to compel him to answer the 
questions regarding the Alton transac- 
tion. At this conference all the mem-
